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Army Says Foreign 
Forces Wouldn't Be 


Able to Stop Blow 


Wage Hike to Cause 


More Price Boosts 


Suggests Plans in Order to 


Avert Future Crisis in 


Atomic Age 


Washington, Dec. 19—(AP) — 


The army, getting ready to lay a 
legislative program before the new 
congress, reported today its forces 
overseas are too weak to cope 
with any surprise assault and sug- 
gested this country ought to be 
looking now to its defenses in the 
atomic age. 


There was no indication that 


the army expects trouble, but top 
level officials 
discussing 
long- 


range manpower problems witn 
reporters made such assertions as 
these: 


1. If this country encountered 


a military crisis 
tomorrow 
its 


weakened forces overseas, with an 
insufficiently trained reserve at 
home, would be over-run except 
In some isolated spots. 


2. If at some time in the next 


few years the United States were 
subjected to an atomic bomb at- 
tack, there would be dire need for 
a readily mustered and thoroughly 
trained regular 
army, 
national 


guard 
and 
organized 
reserve 


troops. 


Chaotic Conditions Foreseen 
Such an attack, these officials 


said, would produce chaotic condi- 
tions among the civilian popula- 
tion and in transportation, 
and 


would be accompanied by the pos- 
sibility of having to cope with an 
enemy paratrooper attack. 


The War department intends to 


emphasize two items in its forth- 
coming legislative program—uni- 
fifcation and 
universal 
military 


training. 


Convinced that some form of a. 


service unification law stands a 
good chance of passage next year, 
the War department has given 
that subject top billing. A prime 
argument, because of the econo- 
my-minded new congress, will be 
an army estimate that manpower 
savings up to 20 per cent can be 
attained by eliminating some dup- 
licating army and navy functions, 
especially i&' Service and supply 
operations. 


Pool of 'Specialists Neeued 


In talking of universal military 


training, advocates emphasize girst 
the need for a pool of technically 
trained men which can take sta- 
tions quickly under any M-day 
order. 
They make 
the 
second 


point that universal training is 
expected to help the current vol- 
unteer enlistment 
program 
be- 


cause some portion of the youths 
trained each year will find the 
life interesting enough to enlist 
In the regular army. 


Because of the close relation be- 


tween universal training and war- 
time selective service, legislative 
program planners say the War de- 
partment will hold off until near 
the March 31 deadline before de- 
ciding whether to ask for renewal 
of the draft. 
The decision will 


depend upon the state of the re- 
cruiting; program. 


Officials said frankly they are 


sure the military can not expect 
to get both draft extension and 
universal military legislation from 
the new congress. 
At best, they 


can hope for only one or the 
other.

ston Churchill today accused the 
labor government of 
"tyranny, 


conceit and incompetence," and 
announced 
he would call next 


month for a parliamentary vote of 
censure on his charges. 


Churchill's announcement came 


as Prime Minister Attlee's party 
announced new plans to boss Brit- 
ish farmers and prepared to take 
over the country's 20,000-mile rail- 
way system. 


As leader of the Conservative 


opposition, Churchill said he would 
demand a parliamentary debate to 
arraign the government when the 
lawmakers reassemble Jan. 21 aft- 
er a month's Christmas holiday. 


Legislation introduced will au- 


thorize extensive supervision of 
farming and guarantee prices for 
many crops. It provides the gov- 
ernment can take away the prop- 
erty of farmers who refuse to 
abide by official advice on how to 
grow things. 
The bill is part of 


the parliamentary social and in- 
dustrial "revolution" promised by 
the labor pai'ty in 1945.

U. S. Uses Credit 


As Inducement for 


China Peace, Unity 


Credit of $500,000,000 as 


Bid For End to Civil 


War in China 


Washington, Dec. 19—fAP) — 


The United States dangled an un- 
touched S500.000.000 credit before 
the government and 
people of 


China today as an inducement to 
establish peace and unity in that 
land of civil war. 


In what he termed a reiteration 


and clanfication of this govern- 
ment's policy toward China, Presi- 
dent Truman said yesterday the 
United States still believes it is of 
"utmost 
importance 
to 
world 


peace" that there be a united and 
democratic China. 


And Truman told reporters, he 


hopes the 5500,000,000 credit to 
China has not been endangered. 
But he said he did not wish to 
make 
a definite statement on 


whether it is in jeopardy. 


Diplomatic experts figured he 


meant that this government is 
going to hold back the §500,000,- 
000 Export-Import bank loan to 
China until all threats to world 
stability there are eliminated. 


Credit Based on Policy 


None of the 5500,000,000 has 


been spent, and Mr. Truman em- 
phasized that extension of actual 
credits would have to be based 
upon the American government's 
policy toward China. 


Truman- said 
yesterday 
that 


General George C. Marshall, his 
special envoy to China, will stay- 
on the job as long as necessary to 
get the desired results. 


For the most part, the chief 


executive's long formal statement 
reviewed the progress—and lack 
of it—in the year since he called 
for peace and unity in China.

With the fiscal year less than half 
gone. 
government 
operations 


swung into the black again today 
with income running higher than 
spending. 


A flood of tax receipts swelled 


by quarterly payments that be- 
came due Dec. 15, turned a deficit 
of S^9,324,000 for the fiscal year 
into a surplus of almost §176,965,- 
000 in a single day. 


It was the fust time in years 


that the government had a sur- 
plus at mid-fiscal year. Not since 
late September had it been out of 
the red during the current fiscal 
term. 


Government spending for 
de- 


cember was down to Sl.544,601,000 
as compared to 82,903,779.000 last 
year. 
For the fiscal year, spend- 


ing has amounted to 516,369,346,- 
000 against 
§35.008,925,000 last 


year—the final war year. 


The national debt also was down 


sharply, standing at $259.081,991,- 
000 against 5278,213,748,000 a year 
ago. 


Official estimates still forsee a 


deficit of $1,900,000,000 for this 
fiscal year, which ends next June 
30. Some of the best tax collec- 
tion months still lie ahead, but so 
does payment of the bulk of such 
heavy budget outlays as GI term- 
inal leave pay and international 
finance.

Senator Lashes at 


Former Secretary 


in Bitter Attack 


Makes Formal Denial of 


Any Wrong-Doing in 


Political Actions 


Washington. Dec. 19—(AP) — 


Senator Theodore G.Bilbo (D-Miss) 
angrily testified today that he 
"did not get a damn cent" of 
$25,000 handed to him in a hotel 
room by a war contractor. 


Bilbo flared up for the first 


time at the senate war investigat- 
ing committee hearing when Sena- 
tor Ferguson 
(R-Mich) 
pressed 


him for details about the $25,000. 


"You 
want to know how much 


Bilbo got," Bilbo said, slapping 
the table. "That's the purpose of 
this investigation. 
I did not get 


a damn cent." 


The outbreak 
came as Bilbo 


was midway in reading a 42-page 
prepared statement 
denying all 


complaints raised against him in 
connection with war contractors. 


The senator said he was given 


four checks amounting to 525,000 
by F. T. Newton, Mississippi con- 
tractor who shared in numerous 
big war jobs. 


Doxey Needed Funds 


Bilbo sad that he was trying to 


re-elect Wall Doxey, present sen- 
ate sergeant at arms, as senator 
and the Doxey backers were badly 
in need of funds. 


Bilbo sai \ he had not selected 


the names of those who were to 
attend tHe political "pep" meet- 
ing to raise funds and support for 
Doxey, but that he had made a 
"hot speech." 


Ferguson wanted to know how 


long after this the group went 
back to the hotel room where 
Bilbo got the $25,000. 


"You did not allow them to cool 


off. did you?" Ferguson asked. 


''^They don't cool off when I talk 


to»'ern," Bilbo came back as the 
room crowded 
with 
spectators 


laughed. 


Lashing out bitterly at an ex- 


secretary whom he described as a 
"Judas Iscariot," Bilbo declared 
today it is an "old southern cus- 
tom" to give presents to public 
servants. 


Bilbo denied that he had sought 


gifts or funds, "with the possible 
exception of the money that I 
borrowed to make a property set- 
tlement xvith my ex-wife." 
The 


subcommittee is inquiring' into his 
relations with war contractors. 


In a 10,000 word statement, 


"The Man" Bilbo heaped invec- 
tive upon his former secretary, 
Edward P. Terry, who testified 
against him yesterday, and on 
former Rep. Ross Collins, a Mis- 
sissippi political foe. 


Bilbo said the evidence to date 


showed that "I am a very poor 
man and heavily involved in debt 
and that I received during all the 
period that the investigation has

Union Foe to Head 


Labor Committee 


Washington. Dec. 19—(AP)— 


Two men who won re-election last 
fall despite union opposition are 
top prospects today for the chair- 
manship of the house labor com- 
mittee in the new congress. 


With Rep. Richard J- Welch 


(R-Calif.) reported set to take the 
helm of the merchant marine com- 
mittee, direction of the all-im- 
portant labor group will fall to 
either Rep. Gerald W. Landis (R- 
Incl.) or Fred A. Hartley, Jr. (R- 
N.J.). 


Both Hartley and Landis were 


opposed m this year's election by- 
labor organizations. 
Both sup- 


ported the Smith-Connally and the 
Case bills which organized labor 
bitterly opposed, and both voted 
to override President Truman's 
successful veto of the Case bill. 


While Welch normally would 


succeed to the labor chairmanship 
under the iron-clad seniority rule, 
he also has seniority on two other 
committees, public lands and mer- 
chant marine. 


Landis, who has been in the 


House since 1939, has had the sup- 
port of labor groups in elections 
prior to this year's. 


Should Hartley bid for 
the 


chairmanship of the new post- 
office and civil service committee, 
on which he has top seniority and 
which his associates say he wants, 
Landis would take over the labor 
spot. 


That group now is making in- 


formal studies of proposed new 
legislation in the new congress.

porting and self-respecting. 


To accomplish this Mr. Wilson 


purchased machinery in the United 
States, at various times, whereby 
the needy Hawaiians made hats of 
grass, buttons out of cocoanut 


shells and brooms of native crops, 
which were sold to Hawaiian mer- 
chants, who in turn disposed of 
them at retail. Mr. Wilson's pres- 
ent mission in the United States is 
to secure machinery with which 
the welfare department will manu- 
facture adobe bricks of clay found 
on the islands.

Rubber, Silk Imports on 


Bottom Level Since 


Start of War 


Washington, Dec. 19—(AP)—A 


major portion of our Asiatic im- 
port trade was at least tempor- 
arily wrecked by the war, and 
perhaps permanently ruined. 


The future of this trade is giv- 


ing a lot of concern to the admin- 
istration 
and to foreign 
trade 


leaders. 


As a result of the first world 


war we built up a chemical and 
dye industry which permanently 
replaced . German imports. The 
experts believe that imports are 


as essential as exports and that 
another such less of import trade 
may be extremely unfortunate. 


Rubber and silk used to be 


among' our leading imports. 


Built New Industry 


Nearly 
all our rubber came 


from Malaya and the Netherlands 
East Indies. 
During the war we 


built a new synthetic rubber in- 
dustry. 
Synthetic rubber is sell- 


ing now for approximately what 
natural 
rubber 
brought 
before 


the war. 


The fate of that industry is a 


political and economic issue of 
enormous importance both here 
and abroad. To make a study of 
it an interagency policy commit- 
tee on rubber was appointed by 
President Truman. 


As pre-war imports of rubber 


averaged 
650,000 tons annually, 


the imports recommended by the 
committee would restore the bulk 
of the rubber import trade. 


The president has endorsed the 


recommendations 
but 
congress 


has not acted. 


Silk, some of the experts be- 


lieve, has been permanently re- 
placed by nylon and rayon. 


New Import 1'rospects 


On war development has given 


.substantial boost to our import 
prospects, in the opinion of a 
cabinet 
officer interviewed 
for 


these articles. The huge wartime 
exploitation of our oil, iron and 
other metals dug deeply into out- 
reserves, he pointed out. The 
time has come, he says, when we 
must buy iron ore if, for strate- 
gic reasons, we are to preserve 
a coiiifc/rtiiLiIe margin of reserve 
core. 


Our oil, if used up at the pres- 


ent rate, will give out in 20 years 
or so, oil experts have predicted. 
A commerce department special- 
ist says our copper, lead and zinc 
could be exhausted in from five 
to 25 years. 


George L. Bell, director of the 


Office of World Trade Promo- 


tion, points to a major under- 
taking- of the commerce depart- 
ment: Aiding foreign nations to 
build up industries at home which 
will produce exportable products.

Five Barge Lines 


Under ICC Rules 


Springfield. 111., Dec. 19.—(AP) 


—Five river and lake barge lines 
operating within the state today 
were placed under regulatory con- 
trol of the Illinois Commerce Com- 
mission. 


Commission Chairman John D. 


Biggs said it was the first time 
that barge lines operating within 


the state and along its rivers and 
lake boundaries had been certifi- 
cated as common carriers in intra- 
state commerce. 


The companies have been oper- 


ating as contract carriers but the 
commission ordered them to file 
tariff schedules containing rates 
and regulations on Feb. 1. 


The five companies are Central 


Barge company of Chicago, the 
Ohio River Company of Cnicin- 
nati, with offices in Canton, 111.; 
A. L. Mechling Barge line of Jo- 


liet, Marine Transit company of 
Chicago, and John I. Hay Company 
of Chicago. 


"The barge lines have elevators 


... .1 docks along the Illinois river 
which are not connected with rail- 
roads and thus deliver a service 
which otherwise could be accom- 
plished only by trucking," Biggs 
said. 


"Henceforth all of the opera- 


tions of these barge lines will be 
under regulatory control of the 
commission as are all of the rail- 


road, telephone, water, electric, 
gas and bus companies.
